The convention just closed made 
church history, seading men of the 
Episcopa! church declare. and adopt 
ed iegisiation destined to place the 
communion on a broadened plane, 
in the eyes of the entire Christian 
world.

@anization of the church, through 
the creation of an executive coun- 
cli and the granting of increased 


powers to provincial synods 
Becond, the broadening of the 
church's outiook on soctal matters,

Third, the general approva! of the 
movement toward church unity Ly 
amending the church constitution 
to make possible the proposed con- 
cordat with the Congregational! 
church, whereby ministers of that 
church may be ordained in the 
Episcopal faith, these amendments 
also making possibie similar agree- 
ments with other denominations. 
Fourth, the broadening of the 
worsh;p of the church in revision 
of thf book of common @rayer and 
its enrichment. 


The church hes a commission 
working on plans for the pro- 
posed conference of Anglican 


churches, to be held at The Hague, 
the general purpose of which 6 to 
further the unification of missionary 
efforts.

If there 
is one thing he lacks it is light- 
ness. 

l believe that In his symphonic 
conducting he strikes a point mid- 
way between Damrosch and Ober- 
huftfer. He has something of the for- 
mers striking ability for pointing 
out essentials in the music to the 
public. a valuable resource in build- 
ing up taste; he has at the same 
time the freedom from constraint, 
net so liberally, of course, that 
makes Oberhoffer a delight as an 
interpreter. Rothwell, is however, 
nearer to Oberhofler than to Dam- 
rosch. 

THE PROGRAMME. 

For the programme a few brief 
words. owing to space limitations. It 
was a truly worthy one, chosen not 
for its novelty, but from the stand- 
point of familiarity—such ‘a pro- 
gramme as is a test and a delight 
if well done by a new organization.

He can make the vio- 
lins sing a melody with penetrat- 
ing beauty. You could realize at 
times that he was not getting the 
finer effects he desired, but that will 
be only a matter of rehearsals now, 
for everything indicated yesterday 
the certainty of a triumphal first 
season for the Philharmonic Or- 
chestra.

Sheriff Refuses to Collect, 
County Counsel Charges. 


Supervisors Ask Grand jury 


) to Make Investigation. 


Accusation Denied by Cline 
Who Attacks Charter. 


The grand jury was asked by the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday to 
investigate the alleged refusal of 
Sheriff Cline to collect the per diem 
fees from the State for the trans- 
portation of prisoners and insane 
persons to State institutions. The 
inquiry was requested upon receipt 
of an opinion from Deputy County 
Counsel Vallee based on information 
that the Sherif! is not collecting 
these fees. Mr. Vallee stated the 
Sherif! is using the county automo- 
les to take juveniies to Whittier. 

Because the State per diem fees 
are not collected, Mr. Vallee says. 
hundreds of dollars are being lost 
to the county. These fees, under 
the ruling of the courts in suits 
against the Sherif! to recover fees 
collected, are to be turned in by 
him to the County Treasurer. Here- 
tefore, they were retained by the 
various sheriffs of the county. 

The law, Mr, Vallee states, im- 
poses on the Sheriff the duty of col- 
lecting the fees. When the omis- 
sion was called to the Sheriff's at- 
— it is said he refused to com- 
ply. 

Mr. Vallee says that there ere 

three methods to compel him to obey 
the law. 
„These are an accusation by the 
grand jury for removal from office; 
an accusation by a private individual 
for removal from office; a writ of 
mandate. 

The pervisore selected the first 
method and ordered that Mr. Val- 
es opinion be sent to the inguisi- 
torial body. 

Through the medium of the Coun- 
ty Counsel's office, Sheriff Cline was 
defeated in his contention that the 
fees belong to his office. The court

RULES GROCERS CAN 
TAKE SUGAR PROFIT. 


MAY GO OVER ELEVEN CENTS 
TO AVOID Doss. SAYS 
ADMINISTRATOR. 


All grocers are entitled to a profit 
of 1% cents a pound on sugar, ac- 
cording to word received here last 
night from San Francisco as the 
result of inquiries made by C. R. 
Weber, secretary of the Southern 
California Retail Grocers’ Associa- 
tion. Mr. Weber stated that the 
ruling was made by Ralph Merritt, 
Food Administrator for the State. 

The question arose when the gro- 
cers here were advised that the De- 
partment of Justice would prosecute 
any dealer’ selling sugar for more 
than 11 cents. This is the price 
fixed for the consumer. It was 
found impossible for the dealers to 
sell at that price, as the refiner 
is now charging 10 cents. To this 
is added the freight rate from Say 
Francisco, which is 21 cents a bag. 
The jobber is allowed an additional 
68 cents, which the dealer must pay, 
plus the freight from jobber to re- 
taller. The grocers would sell sugar 
at a loss should the li-cent price 
hold, tt was said. <As a result of 
the new ruling, the dealer adds to 
hie cost and freight $1.50 on 100 
pounds. That is his profit. 

There was no change in the sugar 
situation yesterday. Dealers are 
buying limited amounts and are Soll- 
ing one or two pounds to each cus- 
tomer. It is said that this section 
of the State will have enough to last 
until the cane crop comes in, but, 
that it must be used with care.
